Since its commencement in March 1972, the Genealogical 
Journal, a quarterly publication of the Utah Genealogical 
Association, has published compiled genealogies and articles 
concerning genealogical and special collections; national, regional, 
and local genealogical sources for many countries; methodology; 
beginning and advanced research concepts, techniques and 
procedures; and professional standards. Historical and background 
material is also within its pages, as are critical book reviews. 
Until the Index for Volumes 1-5, the combined Index for Volumes 
1-10, and this new combined Jndex to Volumes 1-16, there was no 
easy access to this information. Users of the Index will soon 


recognize the amount and variety of genealogical material 
published in this periodical. 
The scope of this sixteen-year cumulative Index is: 


I. Each index entry shows the volume number and the inclusive 
page numbers. (The pages in each volume of the Genealogical 
Journal are numbered consecutively through all four numbers 
for each year.) For example, for the entry 1:47-48, the ] 
indicates volume number one, and 47-48 are the inclusive page 
numbers in which that entry appears. 

. The author and any co-authors of each article are indexed by 
surname, followed by given name. The author entry also 
includes the complete title of the article, volume and inclusive 
page numbers. 

III. Each unauthored article is indexed by the first key word in the 
title, but articles with authors’ names are not separately indexed 
by their titles. 

IV. An in-depth subject approach has also been used: 

A. Each article and book review has been indexed using at 
least one subject (topical) heading. 

B. An attempt has been made to select the most direct subject 
entries making it easy for the user to find relevant data for 
a particular topic. 

C. Some library science headings are used. 

D. Many articles in the Genealogical Journal have more than 
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two subject index references. A particular article could have 
aS many as ten or more subject headings in this /ndex. 
Information pertaining to localities is indexed under the 
major place names mentioned, being indexed by the direct 
locality entry (city, country, state, or region). 
If sufficient family data are shown in an article, an entry 
is included for the surname mentioned; however, most 
personal names have not been included in these index 
entries. 
V. See and see also headings are used to refer to appropriate 
entries in the index. 
VI. Each book review entry shows volume and page numbers and 
is indexed under: 

A. The name of the author(s) of the work being reviewed 
(surname followed by given name and title of the work). 

B. The first key word in the title of the work being reviewed 
(titles are italicized). 

C. At least one subject reference for the work. 

D. The name of the author of the book review, showing the 
volume and page numbers of the Genealogical Journal in 
which the review appears. 

VII. The abbreviation BR indicates the entry is a book review. 
VIII. All index entries are interfiled in one alphabet. 
IX. Foreign characters are interfiled under the English equivalent. 


Excluded from indexing are the inside front and back covers 
of the Genealogical Journal, tables of contents, Utah Genealogical 
Association information pages that show the scope of the 
organization and the amount of dues, advertisements, and 
ephemeral materials such as “Coming Events.”
